uations, and necessarily many of the 


strikers will find themselves out of 
employment. 


I'he loss of steady employment is 
a great misfortune these days when 
there are so many seeking work. 


It was a foregone conclusion that 
the strike would be a failure for, all 
along public opinion was against 
the 
strike. 
The 
public 
believed 


the proposition of the managers of 
the road a fair one, and the strike 
looked like an effort to force a one­ 
sided contract upon the road. 
The leaders who organized and 
advised 
the 
strike 
have 
done a 
great 
wrong— unintentional 
of 
course— to the men who find their 
former places filled by others, and 
the experience gained in this case 
should be a warning in the future. 
No 
labor 
organization 
should 
countenance a strike except as the 
last resort of men who are wronged 
and who have 
such well-founded 
grievances 
that 
they 
can 
confi­ 
dently appeal to an intelligent pub­ 
lic opinion. 


B O T H W R O N G , 


“ 
W e have always opj^osed the boycott be­ 
cause we.have opposed the black list. 
One is 
as bad as the other, and they are weapons 
that should not be used by either side.” 
T h e above sensible paragraph is 
from an editorial article in a lead­ 
ing labor paper and should impress 
itself upon every laboring man. 
T h e man who advocates the b o y ­ 
cott cannot consistently denounce 
the bleak list, and the man who in­ 
dorses the black listing of an A m er­ 
ican 
citizen 
cannot 
consistently 
complain when the boycott is lev­ 
eled against him. 
But both the weapons are wrong. 
In this country a working man 
should be free to follow any avoca­ 
tion he chooses, 
and the doors to 
employm ent should not be closed 
against him because, in the exercise 
of his inalienable right to freedom 
of opinion and action, 
he chooses 
to join or not to join any given or­ 
ganization. 
T h e 
employer 
who 
declaims 
against strikes, walk-outs and b o y ­ 
cotts, should for very shame refrain 
from the use of the black-list; and 
the 
employe 
who 
denounces the 
black-list should never fail to dis­ 
courage the boycott. 
T his doctrine in no wise interferes 
with a man’s right to work or not to 
work for any particular employer,but 
it does preclude the idea of either 
em ployer or 
employe 
demanding 
that another employe must resign 
the right to act for himself in the 
matter 
of joining or not 
joining 
labor organizations. 
But the cause of labor is injured 
whenever a strike occurs because of 
a refusal of the employer to dis­ 
charge men whose only offense is 
their own determination not to join 
a labor organization. 
In these days of strikes and ru­ 
mors of strikes it is well for con­ 
servative men to bear in mind that 
this is a free country and that any 
infringement upon the freedom of 
the individual is an injury to all. 
T h e man who seeks employment 


should only be required to bring an 
unblemished character for honesty 
and 
integrity, proficiency 
in

pursuit he desires to follow 
and 
the willingness and ability 10 give

in the shops or in the factories, if
